Meantime the modest youth of 1896 had become something of an 
imperial figure. He married & wealthy New York lady in 1895, entered 
British politics, became a Baronet, and on various occasions spoke in 
Parliament for overseas lands. The early directness and simplicity of 
his stories were not always maintained, but certain positive qualities re- 
mained, auch as dramatic sense, wholesomeness and fine literary crafts- 
manship. We may ascribe some of these to the almost forgotten fact 
that Parker waa a poet before he was a novelist. “'A Lover's Diary” was 
n sonnet-sequenco expressing the spiritual exaltation of love: artistic 
and beautiful, thopgh overshadowed by bis performances in fiction. The 
versatility of the budding writer war abown by the happy turn in such an 
“Irishy" poem as “Mary Callaghan and Me," which has been set to music, 
zs first and last verses being:

NEW ENGLAND FLOODS 





Localities. 

Boston, May 7.—New England rlv- 
ors were at flood height today, and 
in some localities the risiag waters 
were threatening sorious damage. 
‘Along the upper Connetticut River|/=> 
valley, lowlands were flooded and 
railroad tracks and highways sub- 
merged, , causing suspension of traf- 
fic. The Connecticut, which began 
to rise with the rain and melting 
snows in Northern, New Hampshire, 
threo days ago, was nine fect above 
normal height. Farms near the riv- 
or were surrounded by water, and 
farmors were using boats to trans- 
port their farm and dairy Wroducts 
to the market. In Maino, the Penobd 
scot River, which had been rising 
steadily for a week, had reached a 
height of 7 1-2 feet over the Bangor 
dam, and it was announced that no 
more vessels would be towed up the 
stream because of tho strong cur- 
rent. Basemonts of several stores 
in. the business district were flooded.

In 
reply, the witness admitted that he had 
been. one of @ syndicate which chartered 
& vessel to carry a cargo of liqvor from the 
British  Lsles,. The cargo was ‘shipped all 
right but it never, rebchéil its destination. 
Apparently there was difficulty ‘when it 
reached: this side of the Atlantic, 1t was 
never delivered and the payndicate, Briep 
said, lost a large sum oft money which had 
been paid as » déposit to the British man- 
ufacturers. He could -not tell the com- 
mittee whether the Istar returned to Eng- 
lnnd with her cargo or if she is still rov- 
ing the ecas, attempting to Iand a few of 
the 20,000 cases along the United States 
coast,
